The English Department is con- 
templating the production of two 
comedies by George Bernard Shaw, 
*Thc Dark Lady of the Sonnets", 
and "The Man of Destiny," to be 
presented in Moyse Hall the first 
Week in March.

The remains . of twenty-nine 
"departed students" of Queen's 
University were laid to res at a 
mass burial on the Klngstpn 
campus at noon on Tuesday. 

This mock funeral was to pu- 
blicly mourn the fate of twenty- 
nine Christmas "graduates" of the 
Faculty of Science. These second 
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year students were asked to with- 
draw from' the university after 
failing seven or more of their ten 
Christmas examinations. However, 
216 students were successful.

Applicants should be Canadian', 
and either within one year of 
graduation or recent graduates 
planning to return to college. The 
selection will be made oh the.' 
basis of academic standing . and 
participation in extra-curricular 
activities. Applications should be 
handed in at thé SEC office by the 
end of this month and 'should be 
accompanied by letters of recom- 
mendation. 

The students chosen will leave 
Montreal on May 24 by air arriving 
in London the next day where • " 
three day , introductory program . 
will bo conducted. The first two 
weeks of June will be spent in 
general orientation and study 
tours in Nigeria and Gold Coast 
The Seminar proper will be held 
from June 16 to. July 7. On retu 
to London three weeks free time 
has been arranged. The students 
will return to Montreal August ,1. 

PREVIOUS REPRESENTATIVES 

Participating . students will be 
expected to 1 contribute $2 
towards the cost of the program 
as well as take care of their own 
expenses during the free time in . 
London. 

Last year three McGill students, 
Av Cohen, Roy Heenan and Ann 
Powell went on WUS tours to 
Russia, Spain and Greece respect- 
ively.
